Patrick Vail Arrested and Un- 
der Inspection. 


AN EX-WORKHOUSE PRISONER. 


IN NEIGHBORHOOD OF 
UNION BOULEVARD.

Mr Thornburgh and His Coachman 
‘ Asked to Take a Look at the Sus- 
pect, Who Lives on Frank- 
lin Avenue. 


The frst suspect fr. the Scott murder case | 


Was arrested Monday morning. He is Pa- 
trick Vail, an ex-Workhouse prisoner who 
claims 2922 Franklin avenue as his resi- 
dence. 

He was arrested by Detectives King and 
Rice of the Mounted District, under in- 
#tructions from Capt. McNamee. 

Vail answers. the partial description fur- 
nished by W. H. Thornburgh, of a man 
whom he saw lurking in a shadow about 
1000 vyarde south of where Scott was assail- 
ed and not 10 minutes before the tragedy. 

The arrest was made at 10 o’clock and Mr. 
Thornburgh and his coachman, Meyers, who 
also saw the man on the night of the mur- 
der, were sent for by Capt. McNamee to 
confront the prisoner. 

Vail was seen by Detective King at the 
corner of Easton avenue and Union boule- 
vard on the night of the shooting at about 
10 o’clock. Scott was shot at about 11:35. 


Easton avenue is about one mile from | 


Delmar on Union boulevard. One could 
walk along the boulevard, between the two 


streets, after 10 p. m. and probably not be | 


ohserved en route. 

Vail is a prisoner at the Mounted District 
Police station. He is five feet, seven inches 
tall and says his age is 27. He is attired in 
dark trousers and a dirty gray coat. 
wears a biack slouch hat. 

Mr. Thornburgh, who observed the 
stranger in the shadow more closely than 
did his coachman, described the man he 
saw as about five feet, seven inches in 
height. He said the coat was of a tweed 
material and seemingly brown in color. He 
observed the hat closely. It was a black

Such 
was Emile Zola’s answer to the request 
of the New York World and the St. ‘Louis 
Post-Dispatch that he report for /|these 
papers the second trial of Dreyfus. | 

The ‘‘generous offer’’ could not tempt 
Zola, because, as he put it, has said| what 
he had to say for Dreyfus; he has| done 
what he had todo. The victory fo jus- 
tice has been won by publicity. N M, 
Zola has finished. 
Then the man who, with his famous let- 
ter, “I accuse,”’ aroused the agitation now 
ending so happily, the man who, for Drey- 
fuse’ sake, was himself an exile for eight 
months, wrote and signed the statement 
that follows: 


I must decline your generous offer. Pos- 
itively, I will not write of the Dreyfus case 
for any newspaper whatsoever—at least 
not until the coming trial is over. 

What I had to say I have said.

In this connection I should be obliged if 
the great papers you represent would deny 
rumors that are in contradiction of what I * 
have just said, and that are disagreeable 
to me. 

I learn that a man in the United States 
boasts that he has a contract with me to 
write a play about Dreyfus. 

Another man talks of my making a lec- 
ture tour through the United States. 

I learn, too, that certain newspapers have 
recently published articles signed with my 
name and are announcing that they will

All such statements are absolute imposi- 
tions. I have never authorized these state- 
ments nor the pyblication of these articles, 
When I raised my voice for Dreyfus I 


merely desired to rally the defenders of jus- 


tice, then busy elsewhere,to draw attention 
to a crime the accomplishing of which was 
not to be tolerated. 

I am glad I did it—because the agitation 
probably saved an innocent man. 

Because it proved invaluable in educating 
the masses. 

Because this revision marks the entrance 
of the moral idea into politics, where prin- 
ciple is too constantly sacrificed to imme- 
diate expediency and mutual toleration. 
Such a sacrifice, in the long run, is ruinous 
to any nation. 

I am glad I did it.

Having no doubt these ideas will bear 
fruit in America, too, I cannot see how any 
articles, lectures, especially how, any bad 
melodramas I could contribute to the dis- 
cussion wou!d help the good work. 

Therefore as, despite what has been said, 
I have none but a literary ambition, I now 
return to purely literary labor. 3

INFORMED THAT THEY ARE 
UNITED STATES SOLIDERS. 


The Skeleton Regiments Recruited at 
Manila Will Be Known as 36th 
and 37th United States Vol- 
unteer Infantry. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatca. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—The First and 
Second Philippine Infantry,’ this is the 
title Gen. Otis selected for the two skeleton 
regiments which he has formed of the vol- 
unteers who chose to remain in Luzon and 
fight it out with the Filipinos. Gen. Otis 
cables that he expects to raise about 1000 
men for these two regiments. 

‘ It is odd that Gen. Otis should not know 
that the title “Philippine Infantry” could 


not be applied to United States soldiers. He 
seemed to regard these tWo regimenis as not 
beionging to the United States service, but 
as a nucleus of the colonial army of the 
future in tne Phiiippines. 

Adjt.-Gen. Corbin cabled Gen. Otis that 
these designations could not be aliowed for 
the Philippine regiments, and in order to 
save confusion, tney would be called the 
36th and 37th United States Volunteer In- 
fantry. 

Following is Gen. Otis’ dispatch: 

“Two veteran regiments assured. Will en- 
list about 100v. You can appoint 1l Second 
Lieutenants for First and nine for Second 
Regiment to recruit in the United States; all 
other offices filled. Regiments styled First 
and Second Philippine United States- Vet- 
eran Volunteer Infantry.” 

The President has appointed the follows 
ting Lieutenant Colonels of Volunteers: 

Maj. J. F. Bell, Assistant Adjutant 
General of Volunteers now serving in the 
Philippines. He was appointed from Ken- 
tucky to West Point in 1874. He went to 
Manila with Gen. Merritt and has had 
charge of the Bureau of Miiitaty Informa- 
tion. 

Capt. Herbert H. 
Colonel of the Sixth Immune Regiment 
during the war with Spain. He was ap- 
pointed to West Point from Illinois. 

Capt. John J. Brereton of the Twenty- 
ourth Infantry. He was appointed from 
New Jersey to West Point and graduated 
in 1877, since which time he has been with 
the Twenty-fourth Infantry. He was in 
the battle at San Juan Hill, and highly 
commende’ for his coolness and bravery. 

Capt Plummer, Tenth Infantry. 
He was appointed to West Point from 
Maryland in 1873. During the Spanish war 
he was on duty in Cuba as brigade-quarter. 
master at the headquarters of the Fiftl. 
Corps. Capt. Plummer was recommended 
for brevet for gallantry in action at San-

Herbzert H .D. Pierce Says the Reports 
of Famine Have Been 


Exaggerated.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Mr. Herbert H. 
D. Pierce, first secretary of the United 
States Embassy to Russia, has been in 
Washington several days on leave of ab- 
sence from his post. 

“The relations between the United States 
and Russia,” said Mr. Pierce, “‘were never 
on a more cordial basis than at present, 
and the friendship which is traditiona] be- 
tween the two ccuntries finds constant ex- 
Pression in Russia. not only among offi- 
cials, but also among the people of all 
Classes. It is not too much to say that 
from the Emperor down to the peasantry 
there is a sincere friendship for us and 
a desire to become acquainted with Ameri- 
can methods and to make use in Russia of 
the skill and ingenuity which has advanced 


this country with such great strides. For 
this reason there is a great opening in 
Russia for American capital, and for the 
introduction of American machinery and 
methods of wore business, It is an im- 
mense field, far beyond aapaning, reams 
by the people of this country. ussia is 
just entering an era of tremendous pros- 
perity, a sort of commercial and industrial 
awakening. Here is the new field for 
American enterprise and capital, for, with 
our Pacific Coast facilities, the Philippines 
and the Tranesiberian railway route, there 
is ready access for our woods into the 
very heart of Russia. During his ministry 
to Russia Mr. Hitchcocks’s personality and 
splendid business ability did much to stim- 
ulate our trade relations, and the effect 
is widespread and continuous. There is 
special opportunity for investments in steel 
and iron industries, cotton mills, and for 
the manufacture of machinery and tools, 
Then, too, our manufactured goode will 
find almost illimitable markets, although 
Russia has a protective tariff. which is 
encouraging her own industries. Still, 
even with the tariff, she wants many of 
our manufactured goods, such as eteel 
rails, as the home production is far short 
of sufficient to supply the present state of 
development. In fact, there is hardly a 
line of American industry which cannot 
find very profitable investment throughout 
Russia. Moreover, Russia r ds Ameri- 
can goods as better than those of any 
other country, so that this favorable senti- 
ment invites us inte these vaat new fields. 
“People outside of Russia hardly realize 
how nearly completed the Transsiberian 
Railway is,’’ continued Mr. Pierce. “I was 
told recently by Prince Hitkoff, Minister of 
Ways of Communication who has charge of 
this great work, that he expected to make 
a trip around the worid in 40 days during 
the coming Paris exposition going by way

‘“‘There is really no cause for alarm,” said

But as far as 
I can learn this suffering is not widespread, 
but is confined to some of the provinces in 
Southern Russia. The Russian Government 
has aig tpg ¢- in relieving the distress 
and the Czar has given immense sums. 
think I am safe in saving 3.000,000 roubles 
($1,500,000), out of his own private resources, 
to alleviate the distress. The energetic 
steps of the Government have largely over- 
come the trouble.

SEVEN FIRES 1 
HIGHT HOURS 


Police Have Suspected In- 
cendiarism. 


A FIREMAN'S NARROW ESCAPE. 


—— 


BURNING BARN FELL ON BOW- 
ER’S OF 36'S. 


Burglar Hunt Preceded the Burning of 
a Barn on Labadie Avenue— 
Several Small Fires in 


West End. 
4 


Seven alarms of fire were turned in be- 
tween 3 o'clock and 11 o’clock Monday 
morning. Five times the West End had 
a blaze and two brisk fires were reported 
from South Bt. Louis. 

In no instance was the damage large. 

The fact that the origin of all the fires 
could not be explained led firemen and po- 
Hee to believe that incendiaries have in- 
vaded the West End. 


The fire in the barn of William J. Seever 
of 5359 St. Louis avenue, at 9 o'clock, nearly 
caused the death, or serious injury, of Fire- 
man Bowers of the 36's. He was twice on 
the inside when heavy portions of the build- 
ing fell. 

The first time he was unhurt. The second 
collapse caught him. The timbers were not 
heavy and the fall was short and the plucky 
fireman escaped with a cut and bruleed | 
hand. | 

Seevers says he does not know how the 
fire originated; that no person was in the 
barn, and that he has no enemies. He says 
he was working on the front lawn when Tre 
noticed the smoke. Running back, he saw 
the building in flames. 

It was a long run for the department and 


the barn was a loss before the first stream 
was played on it. There was danger of the 
flames reaching the house and Bowers, wiih 
two sturd companions, went into the 
flames and smoke with a line of hose. The 
work of the fire and the strong streams of 
water loosened the rafters. The roof came 
in and went through the second floor to 
the stable where Bowers and his comrades 
were fighting the fire. All responded to the 
warning shout and narrowly missed being 
uried. 
oe went back and the hose was 
again drawn in, but not so far this time. 
e fire had eaten away the support and 
back ground of the overhanging cornice, 
when a new stream was turned on it. The 
cornice was knocked back into the fire, and 
dragging —— woodwork with it fell 
through the hole made in the second floor 
by the roof. The men with the hose got 
away, but Bowers, who was farther into 
the bullding, was caught. It was sheer 
good fortune that saved his life. He was 
uninjured save a gash across the top of 
his right hand. 
The men now had a better play on the 
flames and the fire was easily extinguished. 
The loss is $800. 


The stable and barn belonging to Martin 
Wipfier, at 4830 Labadie avenue, was de- 
stroyed between 3 o'clock and 4:51 a. m. 
Those who first saw the flames say the big 
stable seemed to be burning in its four 
corners at once. 

Preceeding the fire was a 
conducted by Mr. Wipfier. wife is an 
invalid. She roused him at 2:4 o'clock 
ge oy | anon rage: | to tell him a robber was 
in the house. r. Wipfier heard a strange 
noise that sounded like the shutting of a 
door. He grabbed his revolver and went 
into the kitchen; next he explored the cel- 
lar. It is said a man ran rapidly from the 
noun when the owner went into the cel- 
ar. 

The househld was aroused and the Wip- 
flers reinforced by Joseph Trescher and his 
family from the upstairs flat, were vet 
searching for the robber when one of the 
children cried that the barn was on fire. 
The inside was roaring like a furnace when 
this discovery was made. Before the de- 
partment responded to the alarm, the shut- 
ters at the rear of the residence, the pil- 
lars of the back porch and the cornices 
were on fire. 

The heat was so great that the two fam- 
ilies, thinly clad, sought refuge in a neigh- 
bor’s home. The firemen made quick work 
of it when they did arrive, saving the house 
with less than $100 damage. The stable was 
a total loss. It was valued at $1000, covered 
by insurance.

Important Questions of Policy to Come

NEW YORK, July 10.—There are indica- 
tions of a split among Eastern Democrats 
over William Jennings Bryan at the meet- 
ing of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee in Chicago on July ®.

Chicago Wants to Make a Wa- 
terway of Her Ditch. 


TO CARRY MODERN VESSELS. 


WILL ASK THE FEDERAL GOV- 
ERNMENT FOR $50,000,000. 


The Sanitary District Engineers Have 
Returned to Chicago After an 
Inspection of the Drain- 
age Channel. 


CHICAGO, July 10.—‘‘I have no doubt,” 
say Chief Engineer Randolph of the Sani- 
tary District, ‘‘that the ultimate end of the 
cruise of the sanitary distrist trustees over 
the illinois River will end in a demand upon 
Congress that it be made a navigable wa- 
terway; that eventually it will be recon-| 
structed to carry the largest modern rive- 
vessels, and that the drainage canal of 
Chicago itself will be converted into a 


waterway, linking Lake Michigan with the 
Mississippi and the Gulf of Mexico. 

“The problems whicn the opening of the 
drainage canai will develop will be such 
that the people themselves will demand the 
construction of this waterway and the res- 
toration of the Illinols and Desplaines (now 


drainage channel) to their pristine glory 04 
first-class waterways.”’ 

The trustees of the drainage channel 
have returned from their trip down tne 
Illinois River to St. Louis. They are not 
prepared to recommend the removal otf 
the Government dams in the river, at least 
not until the water is turned into the 
channel and its effect noted, and they be- 
lieve the law will have to be complied with 
by removing the State dams. They are 
more convinced that ever that before vase 
I}linois will fully care for the waters which 
the drainage channel is to discharge into it 
it must be so improved by the Govern- 
ment that it will, in reality; be once more 
a free stream. 

Eminent authorities of the Society of 
Western Engineers, who have given tne 
progress of the drainage channe] close 
study, feel that the expenditure of $32,0W,- 
000 upon that work—this amount being the 
total expended to the date of the opening 
of the channel—but marks the commence- 
ment of the expenditure of at least $60,000,- 
00 more by the genera] government and 
the State of Illinois toward making the 
river and the channel a complete water- 
way, one which will not create perpetual 
damage claims suits against the sanitary 
district and wihch will satisfactorily dis- 

ose of all the water and waste emanating 
rom the city of Chicago and every com- 
munity on the banks of the two streams ol! 
water. 

Already the inland cities south of Chicago 
have begun making tests of the character 
of the water in the Illinois River for the 

urpose of making similar tests after the 

rainage channel discharges into it. From 
thhe two tests they will determine how im- 
pure, if at all, the river water is made Dy 
the sewage discharge from Chicago. This 
is the sanitary side of the question. 

There is also the side of determining how 
much overflow, if any, the channe} wiil 
cause in the river, what damage will be 
caused, what claims there may be against 
the sanitary district. Issues such as these, 
now that the channe! is almost completed, 
have brought the residents of the valley 
and the sanitary district trustees to a 
point where mutual agreement and action 
would make the difficulties vastly easier of 
solution.

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NEW JERSEY TRUST DECISIONS. 


The New Jersey Court of Appeals has decided that trusts in 
that State have the right to buy the capital stock and busi- 
ness of all other concerns in their line of industry, regardless 
of the effect of such combination. 

This is the second decision in favor of the trusts rendered 
by the New Jersey courts recently. On June 1 the Supreme 
Court cf that State decided, in the case of the New York 
Trap Ro@k Co. vs. Brown & Fleming, that a combine has the 
right to use a single agent to sell its entire output. 

These decisions show.that the trusts are firmly intrenched 
in New Jersey, and that the courts of that State will uphold 
them. 

With a single State as headquarters the trusts can do 
business elsewhere. As is proved by the action of the Stand- 
ard Oil Trust in calmly making preparations to get out of 
Ohio, where Attorney-General Monnett has made it uncom- 
fortakle for monopolists, the trusts feel very little concern 
in regard to State action as long as they are sure of one 
State whence they can operate undisturbed. 

If it were only to put a stop to the encouragement of trusts 
by New Jersey, the National Government will find it necés- 
sary to take 2ffective anti-trust action. 

The trust monster cannot be permitted to menace the whole 
country and work iniquity upon all the people under the pro- 
tecting laws of a friendly State.

POT.ED VEAL—To every pound of lean 
veal allow one-quarter of a pound of boiled 
ham and six ounces of fresh butter, add 
cayenne pepper, mace and sait to taste. 
Mince the veal and ham as fine as pos- 
sible and rub in the butter and seasoning. 
Tt will work into a smceoth paste, and is 
very nice for sandwiches or for spreading 
on slices of hot toast, letting it stand in 
the oven while you scramble some egg3, 
and spreading them on top for a breakfast 
dish, 


IRISH POTATO CAKBPS— ,Boil carefully 
four good-sized potatoes. When done drain 
drv and mash. Add half a cupful of hot 
milk, a tablespoonfui of butter, a level tea- 
spoonful of salt, a dash of pepper, and heat 
until the mixture is light and smooth. Stir 
in not more than half a cupful of sifted 
flour. Make into small cakes; bake in muf- 
fin rings on a griddle, or they may be 
baked in gem pans. 

CREAMY OMELET—Beat five eggs with

DGG NOG.—Beat together the yolks of 


10 eggs and one pound of powdered sugar 
until thick and light. Add gradually one 
quart of cream, one-half of a cupful of 
brandy, one cupful and a half of rum, one 
grated nutmeg, one teaspoonful of ground 
mace and tHe whites of the eggs whipped 
to a stiff, dry froth. This can be bottled 
and kept In a cold place for several days 
but must be well shaken before it is used. 


BOILED MUSHROOMS.—Use large, firm 


mushrooms and when peeled brush over 
with melted butter and place on a broiler, 
cup side down, over bright coals. When 
they seem done on that side, turn them over 
and hold the broiler higher, that they may 
finish more slowly. When done place on 
a hot platter, pour on each some melted 
butter, and season with salt and peper. 


WHITBRB SAUCE.—Melt one tablespoonful 


of butter in a saucepan and when it bubbles 
add one tablespoonful of flour, stirr-ng 
smooth. Then add very gradually, still stire 
ring smooth and free from lumps, one cup 
of hot milk. Add salt and pepper to taste, 
This is an excellent sauce for potatoes 
(creamed), beets, peas, cauliflower, onions, 
macaroni, chicken, eggs, ete. 


SARDINE SAVORY—Lift the fish care- 


fully out of the tin without breaking them, 
and lay them side by side on a plate. Pour 
hot water over them, allowing water and 
oil to drain away. Wipe with a cloth, re- 
moving the scaies, and supply a finger of 
dried bread for each fish. When the fish 
are laid on the bread dust them with red 
pepper and salt and sprinkle them with a 
few drops of ‘fresh salad oil, capers and 
parsley, and place in the oven until thor- 
oughly hot. Serve with an _ additional 
sprinkle of red pepper or grated cheese.

WHY HE HAS BEEN DEPOSED. 


He Defends Himself From the Charges 
of Stirring Up Strife and Ignor- 
ing Church Authorities.

Berger is an unsophisticated German 2 
years old. According to his own statement 
and that of his wife the quarrel between 
them Sunday was of small consequence, The 
couple were married May 2® last. 

“Il worked at the St, Louis Ice and Refrig- 
erating Company, at Second and Plum 
streets,” said Berger to the Post-Dispatch, 
“and have not been idle a day in six years. 
My wife did not want me to go out S5un- 
day, and when she tried to stop me 
shoved her and she fell down. Then she 
screamed, and before I could explain I was 
under arrest.’’ 

Mrs. Berger refused to prosecute her hus- 
band and was highly indignant that the 
police should call him a wife-beater. 

Judge Kinsey said there wes no evidence 
against the defendant, and ordered him dis- 
charged.
